BIRTH OF “SPIRITISM” 


in America Was Brouflht About By 


the Two Fox Children. 


Th e scene now sh ifts from Europe 
to A m erica, 
and in A m erica to th e 
little New York village of H y desville 
th rough wh ich , early In th e y ear 1848, 
ran a rum or th at “spirits’' w ere h aunt­ 
ing th e h ouse of a farm er nam ed Fox 
and h ad m ade th eir presence known 
by loud knockings, say s Public Opin­ 
ion. 
On th e evening of th e 31st of 
M arch th is rum or received confirm a­ 
tion w h en Mrs. Fox carried to sev­ 
eral neigh bors th e astounding infor­ 
m ation th a t in answ er to a ch allenge 
from one of h er y oung daugh ters th e 
“spirits” h ad tim e and again given th e 
ex act num ber of ‘Tapa*^ requested. At 
w ord of th is som e 10 or 12 people h ur­ 
ried to th e Fox 
h ome, 
w h ere th e 
“spirits,” noth ing abash ed by th e un­ 
wonted gath ering, proceeded to rap 
out precise details regarding th e per­ 
sonnel, ages, etc., of fam ilies resi­ 
dent nearby , and even to indicate th at 
a m urder h ad been com m itted in th e 
h ouse some y ears before. 
A few evenings afterw ard it was 
affirmed th rough th e sam e source th at 
th e rem ains of th e m urdered m an h ad 
been buried in th e cellar, and sub'^e- 
quently bones th ough t to be h um an 
w ere actually discovered th ere. 
Th e 
incident, of course, m ade considerable 
stir, and h undreds cam e to h ear th e 
“rappings” wh ich , singularly enough , 
developed only in th e presence of th e 
tw o Fox ch ildren, 
M argaretta and 
C ath erine. 
It w as not long, h owever, 
before reports of sim ilar “rappings” 
cam e from oth er parts of th e country , 
and th e belief th at a m eans of bridg­ 
ing th e gulf betw een th e h ere and th e 
h ereafter h ad a t last been discovered 
grew' rapidly , spreading first th rough 
th e E astern states and th en to all 
sections of th e union. 
In a word, 
m odem spiritualism h ad been bom . 
T h at learned m en dem onstrated h ow 
th e “rappings” could be produced by 
rapid m ovem ents of th e toe or knee 
joints, th a t th e Fox sisters confessed 
th ey h ad so produced th em , and th at 
ex posures of frauckilent practices on 
th e pa rt of oth e r “m edium s” w ere 
frequent, served not a t all to retard 
th e progress of th e new' religion—for 
religion it speedily 
becam e— wh ich 
gained converts in such num bers th at 
by 1854 th e “New E ngland Spiritual­ 
ists* association** felt 
warranted In ] 


claim ing th at “nearly two m illion of 
people in our nation, with h undreds 
of th ousands of people in oth er lands, 
are already believers in spiritualism ,” 
a statem ent wh ich even unfriendly ob­ 
servers saw no reason for considering 
ex travagant. 
Nor w’ere th e converts 
confined to any one class, alth ough , 
as m igh t h ave ex pected, th e greater 
num ber cam e from th e ranks of th ose 
wh o found th em selves unable to ac­ 
quiesce in th e dogm as of C h ristiantity 
and welcom ed 
th e 
“rappings” as 
proof positive th at th ey m igh t never­ 
th eless entertain h ope in a future life.

New Anaesthetic Was Used in 
Performing Operation. 


IT PROVED TRULY A WONDER. 


When Under the Influence a White- 
Hot Knife Failed to Arouse the 
Weakened Patient. 


Scopolamine, a new 
anaesthetic, 
which, it is predicted, will supplant 


ether and chloroform in all surgical 
work, was used with great success 
by Dr. Orville Horwltz in an operation 
at St. Agnes’ hospital yesterday, says 


the Philadelphia 
North 
American. 
Perfect anaesthesia was produced by 
the hypodermic injection of the drug, 
and the patient revived with none of 
the evil after-effects that follow an 
administration of ether. 
Dr. Horwitz is very enthusiastic in 
praise of scopolamine, and says he 
will have no hesitation in using it 
hereafter 
whenever an anaesthetic 
is required. 
Before yesterday's ex­ 
periment it had been used only twice 
in America, and never in such a se­ 
rious operation, although it has been 
in high favor among German surgeons 
for nearly a year. 
This case was one in which the use 
of ether or chloroform 
would have 
been extremely dangerous. 
The pa­ 
tient was a man 73 years old. 
For 
years he has been troubled with a 
bronchial cough. 
"This bronchial 
affection almost 
prohibited the use of ordinary anaes­ 
thetics, as the 
result 
would have 
probably been fatal," said Dr. Hor­ 
witz. 
"It was this fact which persuaded 
me to try scopolamine. 
I knew that 
the surgeons who have praised it are 
worthy of trust, reputable men in the 
surgical world. 
"The patient had an abdominal tu­ 
mor which it was necessary to re­ 
move. 
I gave him a hypodermic in-

jection of scopolamine 
at 9 o’clock 
yesterday morning, immediately after 
which he fell into a natural sleep. An 
hour later he was roused and another 
injection administered. 
The anaes­ 
thesia was then perfect. 
The man 
was wheeled into the operating room 
and placed upon the table. 
In the 
operation it was necessary to use an 
electric knife, heated to white heat, 
which is the most painful instrument 
known to the surgeon. 
As this knife 
burned through the tissue the man 
never moved. 
It was like operating 
on a dead man. No other anaesthetic 
could have produced such a condition. 
Never has a man been so affected by 
ether or chloroform that the applica­ 
tion of an electric knife would not 
cause some jerking or twitching of his 
body. 
“For an hour after the operation the 
patient remained in 
his 
deathlike 
sleep. 
Then he revived slowly, with 
absolutely no nausea, and with his 
mind as rational and clear as ever. 
He did not know that he had passed 
an 
ordeal. 
I never 
knew a patient to be in such good con­ 
dition after an operation. 
His tem­ 
perature and pulse are normal, and 
all is as well as could be desired. 
None but Dr. Horwitz and the physi­ 
cians of the hospital staff witnessed 
the operation, and no other knew that 
the experiment was to be made. All 
were astounded 
at 
its remarkable 
success. 
Scopolamine is an alkaloid derived 
from the Beubane plant. It is closely 
allied to atropine, and is sometimes 
used in prescriptions as an internal 
medicine. 
Only one-thirty-second of 
a grain is necessary to produce an­ 
aesthesia of the whole body. 
It was 
introduced in this country by a noted 
Chicago 
surgeon. 
He 
reported a 
successful operation with its use in 
the August number of Surgical An­ 
nals. 
Surgeons throughout 
the country 
are greatly interested in the matter, 
and following Dr. Herwitz’s success­ 
ful experiment it is probable that it 
will be generally used. 
For years 
there has been dissatisfaction with 
ether, because of its dangerous effects 
and the trouble in its administration. 
Noted surgeons have expressed the be­ 
lief that many deaths which are ac­ 
credited 
to 
operations 
are really 
caused by 
ether.

That Miss Scally is not of w'eak in­ 
tellect is shown by the fact that she 
was graduated 
from 
the parochial 
school of St. Mary's church here and 
w'as one of the brightest members of 
her class. She had one attack of this 
kind before

graduated from 
school, but as she 
soon recovered 
from that it w'as thought to be some 
strange illness due to overstudy. 
After she left school she learned 
dressmaking and worked at that for a 
time until she had 
another attack. 
That attack occurred about 18 months 
ago and lasted for several months. 
She did not come out of it until the 
great fire last winter w'hen the Kahn 
place burned. The excitement of that 
night restored her to her normal con­ 
dition 
After that she remained at home, 
where she kept house for her father, 
who is a widower. Ten days ago she 
had another seizure. 
Her case is not one of Insanity, but 
she is incapable of thought, speech or 
responsible action. She acts just like 
a little baby, and to all intents and 
purposes is an Infant. If she is stand­ 
ing up and is told to stand with her 
face to the wall until she is called 
she will stand as ordered. 
She can 
be placed in any position and she will 
not move from it. She stares vacant­ 
ly at those around her and takes ab­ 
solutely no interest in events.
